THIRTEEN DEAD IN TEXAS. 
TORNADO WRECKS TOWNS. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

FT. WORTH (Tex.) March 24.—({Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Trapped in their 
house, wrecked by a tornado that 
swept the town of Slidell, beginning at 
a late hour last night and continuing 
but a short while, A. D. Rice, a far- 
mer, and his wife and five children and 
a farm hand were burned to death. Two 
negroes caught in the ruins of their 
cabins were also crushed lifeless. 

The charred bodies of two men who 
apparentiy sought refuge under a hay- 
stack and were burned to death when 
the stack ignited by lightning, have 
been discovered. They cannot be iden- 
tified, though a number of citizens are 
missing. The stack was near the edge 
of the town of Slidell, in Wise county, 
and was the first object struck. 

It is reported from Greenwood that 
one man, unidentified, was struck by 
lightning and killed. Forty residences 
and bu were all wrecked by 
gale and twenty odd persons were in- 


jured.

ASHINGTON, March kx - 
el ust ve Dispatch.) Lieut. Shac- 
kleton’s great achievement in 
the Antarctic was received with joy 
and praise by all the scientific men 
and explorers. It has also served to 
stimulate polar research and arouse 
hope that Commander Peary, Dr. 
Cook, or some other American may 
be successful in winning for the United 
States the honor of reaching the 
North Pole. 


Students of polar work think it is 
now only 4 question of a very short 
time before both ends of the axes of 
the earth will be reached, and it may 
be that the South Pole will be actual- 
ly attained before the North Pole. 


The British naval officer's explora- 
tions have forever set at rest one of 
the most intersting controversies in 
the realm of physical geography. For 
a long time it has been a mooted 
point whether the so-alled “Antarctic 
Continent” was really a mass of land 
or a giacial sea, interspersed with 
lands. It is now settled that a vast 
continent of land, much larger than 
Greenland, and perhaps than 
Australia, surrounds the South Pole. 

According to Lieut. Shackleton's 
narrative, this continent is covered by 
enormous ice masses, rising as high 
as two miles above the sea level. 
Mountain ranges are visible here and 
there. The imagination cannot easily 
picture the vast solitudes of this great 
waste of ice and snow. Years ago ex- 
ploring parties found their ships con- 
fronted by perpendicular ice walls 
hundreds of feet high as they 
proached the “ice barrier.“ as the 
tinent was then called.

LEGISLATIVE REVIEW. 
IMPORTANT SESSION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, March Matters 
of great importance to California were 
decided by the Legislature which ended 
its seasions at noon today. 

The most far-reaching struggle was 
over four bills almed at Japanese re- 
siding within the State, three offered 
by Grove L. Johnson of Sacrame@gto 
and one by A. M. Drew of Fresno. The 
later denied all aliens the right to 
hold land in the State and was de- 
feated at the earnest request of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

The Johnson bills were defeated after 
intercession by the Governor at the 
request of the President, although 
much time was spent in discussion of 
the measures before the Assembly 
agreed that they should not become 


law. 
The Johnson bills provided for school 


and residential tion of Asiatics, 
— being members 


and — 
of corporations. 

Both branches of the Legislature 
were flooded with telegrams and le- 
ters during the controversy and for 
several days the outcome was t- 
ful. 
Another measure of State-wide in- 
terest, prohibiting gambling at race 
tracks, was passed with lit opposi- 


n. 

railroad rate and a direct primary 
bill have been passed by both houses. 
Each measure received much attention 
from the Senate, they being the prin- 
cipal bills before that body. 

In the line of railroad legislation, 
Senator K. 0. Miller of Visalia. se- 
cured the of his car demur- 

bill (the Texas car law) com- 
pelling railroads to pay a forfeit of 
$5 a day for each car that they tall 
to furnish shippers upon demand. 

A bill introduced by Leroy A. Wright 
of San Diego giving the State Rall 
road Commission power to fix mini- 
mum rates was passed. A fight was 
made for the absolute rate bill by 
Senator John W. Stetson of Oakland. 
but after a long struggle the propon- 
ents of the latter measure were 
feated, and the maximum rate Dill 
passed both houses. 

The direct primary bill introduced by 
Senator Wright had a stormy career 
in the Senate. As originaily introduced 
and —— by the Senate, it provided 
for t election of United States Sen- 
ators by advisory vote of the State at 
large. e Assembly amended the bill 
so the vote should be advisory by legis- 
lative districts. This amendment, it was 
declared, was in the interest of United 
States Senator Frank Flint, and al- 
most to a man the southern members 
‘got behind it. The idea was adopted 
by the Assembly, but the Senate was 
den dlocked for a week on the ques- 
tion of concurrence. The matter finally 
went to a free conference committee 
and at the suggestion of the Governor 
a compromise was agreed upon, mak- 
ing the law much more elastic than 
had been intended by its authors. As 
passed almost unanimously last night, 
the measure provides that a legislator 
shall cast his vote either for the choice 
of his own district, or for that of the 
majority of districts In which his party 
is dominant.

of lima beans for sale and the sale

promote the mutual interests of all 
who may come within its authority, 
and further, to seek new territory for 
the greater distribution and consump- 
tion of our product by jadicious adver- 
tisine and introduction of the com- 
modity through every channel of 
trade.
